The 
usual percentages for depreciation have been 
written off IA: machinery and motor 
vehicles, which in the accounts now stand at 
£43,642, and have been maintained at the 
high level necessary for efficient production. 


SUPPLIES ASSURED 


Stock-in-trade, includi leaf in bonded 
warehouses, amounts to £474,765. In this 
country our stock of leaf continues to be 
ample for our requirements. Before the out- 
break of war we had been able to make 
arrangements to secure our requirements of 
last year’s crop, and I am glad to say that 
all, these tobaccos have been safely landed 
here and are now undergoing their process 
of maturing, as is our established policy. 
For the greater protection of leaf stocks 
the board have considered it prudent to 
diffuse their location more widely than nor- 
mally. |Our trade friends and consumers 
can, therefore, be assured of normal supplies 
of our products, and, further, that the quality 
and uniformity will be maintained up to the 
high standard that is in the company’s tra- 
dition. In Great Britain the position is 
somewhat different. Imports of tobacco 
leaf were, shortly after the outbreak of 
hostilities, prohibited, but our stocks there 
are such that supplies to customers are 
reasonably assured, and in any event, all 
manufacturers are on a uniform basis’ of 
stocks as a result of an arrangement made 
under the gis of the Board of Trade, while 
consumption was restricted recently to 90 per 
cent. by Customs authorities in order to 
conserve stocks. 


EXPORTS INTERRUPTED 


It may be of interest if I here recall that 
a year ago I indicated that we were so 
satisfied with the progress being made by 


the British market, that we had decided to 
advertise them more intensively there. These 
brands have shown most gratifying increases 
during the year, and are gradually building 
up a goodwill which has not been without 
its effect on the sales of our other brands 
as well. | We had also been developing a very 
satisfactory export trade to the Continent. 
and for a year or so before the outbreak of 
war it had been increasing rapidly to quite 
respectable dimensions. ‘This trade has, un- 
fortunately, been interrupted; but we can 
hope that when the conflict ends the connec- 
tion made and the undoubtedly favourable 
opinion created by our brands will enable us 
to resume and. extend our exports to that 
market. 

“ Sundry Debtors,’’ less reserve for doubt- 
ful debts, are at £178,674. The credit position 
remains satisfactory, and under the condi- 
tions at present ruling, particularly across the 
Channel, every attention is given to this ques- 
tion. Investments .at cost are £25,620, show- 
ing an increase of £20,600. The cash on hands 
and on deposit stand at £142,110, a reduction 
of £6,777. The Board bear this cash position 
constantly in mind. A manufacturing com- 
pany such as ours naturally requires working 
capital to purchase raw materials and other 
supplies. 


CONSERVATIVE POLICY 


In times when such purchases are compul- 
sorily reduced, an, F —"w large cash 
balance arises, which will, of course, be 
required in due course to replace stocks ; con- 
sequently, your Board consider that it ia 
their duty to protect, so far as possible, the 
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interest as preferable to a risk of capital 
depreciation, small though that risk may be. 
I feel that with this conservative policy 
you will be in complete agreement. 

Turning to the liabilities side, there has 
been no change in the issued capital. Bank 
overdraft, trade and - other creditors, cus- 
tomers’ bonus, provision for taxation, expenses 
accrued, etc., amount to £115,718 In 
addition to corporation profits tax and the 
various increasing taxes on income payable 
here, we have since the introduction of re- 
armament and war taxation in Great Britain 
become liable for N.D.C. and/or E.P.T, on 
the profits arising from our business there 
hence the necessity for making increased 
provision for taxation in our accounts. 

In view of the variety and complexity of 
these taxes, we propose in future reports to 
follow the practice of many other companies 
by showing nett profits after all charges and 

rovision for all taxation have been deducted. 

hareholders will, of course, understand that 
this change is one of form only, adopted for 
simplicity. If applied to the present report, 
for instance, it would result in the elimina- 
tion of the first and second lines of figures, 
while all others would remain as they are. 


PROFIT AND DIVIDENDS 


The profits for the year to the 3lst August 
1940, including interest on mvestments and 
deposits, and transfe: fees, and after provid- 
ing for corporation profits tax, depreciation 
and other charges, are £68,004. Out of this 


sum provision of £27,000 has been made for 
taxation, leaving a balance for the year of 
£41,004. Adding the balance brought for- 


ward from last account, £31,808, the total 
available is £72,812. Payment of the divi- 
dends, less income tax on the Cumulative 
Preference shares for the year to the 3lst 
August, 1940, required £16,900, leaving a 
balance of £55,912, which it is proposed to 
appropriate as follows :— 

To pay a dividend of 7 per cent., less tax, 
on the Ordinary shares for the year ended 
3lst August, 1940, £14,787; to transfer to 
general reserve account, £5,000; to transfer 
to contingencies reserve, £5,000; and to 
carry forward to the next account the balance 
of £31,124. 

The past year, owing to the international 
situation, has been one of increasing anxiety 
and difficulty, and the increasing cost of 
manufacture was, naturally, bound to have an 
effect on the result of the year’s trading. Pack- 
ing materials, such as paper, cartons, boxes, 
to mention only some of the items, have 
cost us more, and there have been additions 
to salaries and wages. In September, 1939, 
the British Government introduced compul- 
sory commodity insurance, and while you 
have the satisfaction of knowing that your 
stock there is covered in the event of loss or 
damage, the cost has, as you will readily 
understand, been considerable. - -

HEAVY INCREASES IN 


TOBACCO DUTIES 


During the year there were three Budgets 
in Great Britain, which brought heavy in- 
creases in the tobacco duties. That, in 
September. of last year, increased these duties 
by 2s. per lb.; in April last, 4s. per lb., while 
in July there was a further addition of 2s. 

In the Eire Budget of May, 1939, there was 
an increase of 8d. per lb., followed by a 
Budget in November last, in which tobacco 
duties were advanced by a further 2s. 8d. per 
lb. The Minister for Finance later expressed 
his. willingness to make an allowance of 
ls. 4d. per lb. on certain classes of pipe 
tobaccos, so that the consumer of these- could 
have a reduction of one penny per ounce, 
if an agreed method of doing so could be 
arrived at by Revenue Commissioners and 
manufacturers. This has been in operation 
since the lst August last.” The alterations in 
selling prices following all these duty changes 
recouped the manufacturers for the duty in- 
creases only (not even that in some cases), 
and no return was received to meet increas- 
ing costs of materials, production and selling.

Dublin Discontents 


Last Monday the City Manager, at the 
instance of the Municipal Council, pre- 
sented a report which raised issues of more 
than passing interest to the people of 
Dublin. Brief and businesslike, and pre- 


sented without comment, the document 


painted a disconcerting picture of the 
relationships that exist between the City 
Hall and the Customs House. . Under 
more than fifty headings, it sets out 
instances in which the Department of 
Local Government either had failed to 
reply to communications—some of which 
were dated nearly two years ago—or had 
overruled summarily the decisions of tho 
Municipal Council and the City Manager. 
Ir. other cases the Department’s sanction 
was given, subject to substantial changes 
in the City Council’s representations. In 
aeneral, the matter of the report revealed 
the surprising extent to which the Depart- 
ment’s officials are expected to scrutinise 
and review the details of minor decisions 
taken at Cork Hill. As typical instances 
of such delays and meticulous supervision, 
two cases may be cited. In one case, the 
Corporation’s proposals to provide accom- 
modation for sanatorium staffs was sub- 
mitted in May of last year. To that com- 
munication no reply had been received up 
to the end of last month. In another 
case, the Corporation’s decision to employ 
a temporary hospital maid at 25s. a week 
was sanctioned after an interval of more 
than two months—on condition that future

to be helpless to extricate themselves and 
the public from ‘archaic procedure. Yet 
the remedy—especially in regard to 
Dublin—is in the hands of the Minister 
for Local Government and his Cabinet 
colleagues. That remedy was propounded 
two years ago in the report of the Greater 
Dublin Tribunal. In the bold and 
comprehensive plan then presented—or at 
least in the principles of that plan—we 
are convineéd that there lies a straight 
and broad highway out of the compli- 
cations, ‘the delays and uncertainties that 
now prevail in'the whole sphere of Greater 
Dublin’s local administration. If the 
principles oí that plan, had been put into 
practice, there would have been no need 
for the patchwork quilt of amending 
legislation which has added to the 
complexities of administration, and has 
helped further to limit the outlook and 
confuse the counsels of public repre- 


sentatives. | 
Even if it is considered from the narrow 


point of view of the relief that the 
Tribunal’s plan would give to the Depart- 
ment’s officers, by the substitution of a 
single metropolitan authority for the over- 
lapping activities of the seven or eight 
councils and boards that now exist—and 
whose separate existence has made it 
necessary for the Government to seek the 
compulsory planning peers of the Relief 
Works Bill—the Tribunal’s plan of 
unification ought to make a strong appeal 
to Mr Ruttledge and his advisers. How, 
then, can the plan be brought into line 
with recent enactments? Fortunately, 
the essence of the Tribunal’s scheme is in 
harmony with the Management and Public 
Assistance Bills, which now await the 
Minister’s appointment of days on which 
they will take effect. Let Mr. P. J. 
Hernon and his two assistants be placed 
in charge of City .and County manage- 
ment, and the first step to unified metro- 
politan control will have been taken. By 
eliminating the ‘‘ contentious’’ provisions 
of the suspended Local Government Bill, 
the way would: be open at once to a com- 
plete scheme of unification. To that 
simple course of procedure we can only 
conceive of one substantial objection. it 
may be contended that the present 
emergency calls for the postponement of 
all but emergency measures. That con- 
tention, as we see it, is not only un- 
sustainable, but actually supplies a 


action. Few, if any, reforms have been 
rendered more imperative as means to 
meet present and coming emergencies than 
the release of Greater Dublin from its 
administrative entanglements. For that 
reason alone we must earnestly urge the 
Minister for Local Government to re-open 
the pages of the Tribunal’s report and to 
embody its principles in an emergency

Sport in the Army 


The Defence Forces of this State now 
are representative of virtually every shade 
of religious belief and political opinion to 
be found in Ireland, and members of the 
Government, with others, have spoken 
proudly of the unity that has been 
achieved in the face of the present 
emergency. It follows that every popular 
branch of sport is represented in the Army 
by its players and its supporters, and on 
Sunday next there will be a demonstration 
of the widening range of the forces' 
athletic pursuits when an Army Rugby 
football XV. meets a team drawn from the 
Local Security Force. The soldier's duties 
can be tedious at times, and one of the 
ways of maintaining his interest and 
encouraging his physical development, is 
by the playing of games. Naturally, the 
sporting side of his training must be pre- 
sented to him as a recreation, not as a 
duty, and it is essential that he shall be 
permitted to choose, within reason, the 
type of game that he prefers to play. If 
the enthusiastic Rugby footballer finds 
that the only recreation permitted within 
the confines of his camp or barracks is 
hurling, or some other sport in which he 
has no interest, either he will play under. 
duress—and thereby will lose much of the 
value of the game—or he will not play at 
all. On Wednesday night the Council of 
the Football Association of Ireland 
appointed a commission to make repre- 
sentations to the Minister for Defence, 
with the intent that Association foot- 
ball should be recognised officially as a 
game to be played by Army teams. The 
Minister (Mr. Oscar Traynor), himself 
an old ‘‘soccer’’ player, has not shown 
any disposition to encourage “the great 
game '' in the Army, Furthermore, the 
impression prevails—with what justifica- 
tion we are unable to state—that Associa- 
tion football is not ‘‘approved’’ by the 
Army: Athletic Association, and that the 
absence of that approval constitutes a ban 
on its -development in the Army. 
Individual soldiers, ‘it is true, may take 
part in Association matches outside their 
barracks, , but, even where there are 
sufficient players of experience to justify 
the formation of a team in a unit, it has 
not been possible to secure official approval. 
There may have been a time when the vast 
miajority of the members of the Army had

“Here We Are Again!” 


Last Monday the death was announced 
of Paul Fratellini, the famous clown. A 
few days later, on Wednesday, came the 
news that Mr. Walter Brewer had died in 
Dublin. Mr. Brewer was an Englishman 
by birth, who came to Ireland as a young 
man and remained here for the rest of 
his life. In his early days he played in 
all the principal Irish cities, and toured 
the provinces with some circuses whose 
names still ure household words. The 
death of these men marks a definite stage 
in the history of entertainment, and 
severs further links with the old theatre 
and circus world. There was a time wheu 
the old type of circus was a familiar sight 
in the city here; to hold one now would 
be highly impractical, if not virtually im- 
possible. Even if it were possible, it is 
extremely doubtful if the public would 
‘support it; for the modern theatre and 
the cinema have taken priority over ail 
other forms of entertainment, and robbed 
them of their audiences.. Of course, one 
would not expect a circus, however good 
it might be, to compare favourably with 
the latest product of the Hollywood film 
studios, but there is a glamour about tho 
circus that is not found in the cinema. 
Most people have experienced the strange 
thrill when, as children, they read a 
brightly-coloured poster announcing the 
advent of a “Mammoth Circus.” It 1s 
hardly likely that the ten-year-olds of to- 
day experience the same thrill when they 
read the poster for the latest Mickey 
Rooney film. The billowing walls of the 
marquee, the sawdust-filled ring, the tiers 
and tiers of uncomfortable seats, and the 
grotesque gyrations of the clowns, all form 
part of the irresistible charm of the circus. 
The old type of clown almost completely 
has disappeared, and before long it will 
be difficult to find a prototype for 
“ Pagliacci’ and “ Petroushka,’’ Elephants 
which ride bicycles and seals which do 
juggling tricks are not nearly as often 
seen as of yore, and the old type of circus 
band, which used to grind out selections 
from the “ Zampa” and “William Tell ” 
overtures, is almost extinct now. Acrobats 
and tight-rope walkers still are seen, but. 
for some reason, the feats which they 
perform do not seem to be so dangerous 
on the stage of a theatre as above the 
circus ring. All these things have passed 
away from the cities, and we cannot expect. 
them ever to return. In the country, how- 
ever, the circus in many ways is still the 
most practical, mobile and popular unit of 
entertainment. Let us hope that—for a 
while longer at least—the country will 
hold fast to its love for the circus, and 
that from time to time we may see, pasted 
on the walls, the old notice, ‘‘ Coming— 
So-and-So’s Mammoth Circus.” :

'THURSDAY NIGHT. 


INCE Mr. Churchill made his statement 
Pe) on the progress of the war in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, I have 
been endeavouring to obtain the opinion 
of sóme well known Irishmen in London 


regarding the loss of bases in Eire for) 


British craft. I found there was 
generally full sympathy with Mr. 
Churchill in recognising the handicap 
under which the British Navy 1s 
operating, and it is appreciated that great 
issues are now at stake, but the 
comment of the Irish: Times, which 1s 
reproduced here, is regarded as showing 
the situation in its true light. It is agreed 
that Mr. Churchill’s remarks were not 
intended to bear any interpretation other 
than as an expression of regret at the 
position which has now arisen, and that 
they were not designed to put any pressure 
upon the Government of Eire to depart from 
its considered policy of strict neutrality. 
Tho. Evening News to-day says: There has 
always been an trish question in ou! 
history. and to-day’s is the thorniest of 
them al]. It is the question of the naval 
bases in Eire that we cannot use to combat 
the ever-growing peril of the U-boats. 
“The loss of those bases,” said Mr. 
Churchill, “was a most ‘grievous and 
heavy burden, and one which should never 
have been placed on our shoulders.” 
Members of Parliament are now urging 
Mr. Churchill to -remove that burden. 
Obviously the removal will not be easy, 
but it should not be beyond the resources 
of a competent diplomacy to come to an 
understanding with Eire that will be 
helpful to both nations. 


Raiders’ Tactics 


The raid on London last night was 
heavier than of late, and the tactics of 
the raiders were changed. Heavy bombers 
were employed instead of the lighter 
fighter bombers which have been sent over 
the past week or so, and they came to 

ondon by a different route from that 
taken during recent raids, while another 
change was that the machines appeared to 
be flying lower than of late, and dozens 
of flares were dropped, though they were 
not followed in all cases by bombs on 
tho targets. It is the working-class 
house that is suffering most severely in 
these attacks on London, and I have seen

many pitiful sights, with charming little 
houses almost completely demolished, but 
still the centre of a little family party 
clinging to the place where they have been 
happy and at home. 


New Aircraft 


The surrender of an Italian float 'plane 
to machines of the Royal Naval Air Arm 
is further evidence of the rapid develop. 
ment of the youngest of the British fight. 
ing services. The Italian ’plane was much 
larger and faster, and far more heavily 
armed than the Skua type of aircraft to 
which it surrendered, the British machines 
being of small size, specially designed to 
operate from the decks of aircraft-carriers. 
Air Arm is growing both 
numerically and in fighting strength. for 
many pilots are under instruction and arc 
nearing the end of their traiming, and 
they are to be provided with machines of 
far greater power than those employed 
hitherto The new machines have passed 
the most exhaustive tests, and production 
is so far advanced that some are already 
in service. More will be heard soon of 
the work of the Fleet Air Arm in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, where geographica| 
conditions favour the employment of naval 
aircraft. 


Women ‘Bus Conductors 


For some months past women ‘bus con 
ductors have been employed in some of 
the provincial centres, and they are now 
to make their appearance in London. Tite 
"bus in which I travelled from Victoria | > 
Flect street to-day the No. 11 service, 
which is one of the busiest in London, had 
a young girl as conductor. She was stzt- 
ing her training period, as she was 
accompanied by a regular conductor. bat 
she seemed to give good promise of proving 
able to keep pace with the collection of the 
fares. which is by no means an easy task 
on this route on account of the numerous 
passengers who ride for short distances. 
As all penny fares in London are now 
three-halfpence, the work is far harder, 
for most people seem to tender twopence, 
and the finding of the halfpennies for 
change takes some time when people are 
jumping on and off the vehicle everv few 
yards. Many more women may soon be 
employed in place of men, for the number 
at present is very smal] compared with the 
last war, when it was estimated that some 
seven millions were engaged in various 
kinds of war work. 
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Sequel to “The Rugged Path” 


Sequels to plays, especially Irish plays, 
are such rare happenings that when one 
has been written the news is worthy of 
chronicling in advance of production. 

Rumours wafted across O’Connell Bridge 
to me inform me that Mr. George Shiels 
has written a sequel to his record-breaking 
success, ' The Rugged Path,” now on tour 
with the Abbey Theatre’s first company. 

This is quick work, indeed, and I should 
think that, like “The Rugged Path” 
itself, it must be unique in the history 
of the Irish theatre. Indeed, at the 
moment I cannot recollect that any Irish 
or British dramatist has followed up one 
of his plays immediately with a sequel. 
I am told that the same characters as in 
the original appear in the séquel, and 
that on its return from meandering round 
the country ‘‘The Rugged Path ”' will go 
on again for a week or two at the Abbey 
and that it will then be followed by the 
sequel. All this should give critics, pro- 
fessional and otherwise, plenty more to 
talk about. 

I remember with much pleasure the 
sequel which Mr. St. John Ervine wrote 
to “The Merchant of Venice,’’ and the 
good entertainment theatre-goers got out 
of it when it was produced at the then 
unitary Gate Theatre. And then there was 
Mr. Lennox Robinson’s vastly amusing 
modernisation of Sheridan’s “ The Critic’”’ 
at the Abbey itself. with Paddy Carolan 
playing himself to the life—not to mention 
yet another modernisation of the same 
play by the D.U. Players recently. 

But in both of these there were genera- 
tions between the originals and the sequels, 
whereas there can be no more than an 
interval of a few weeks in the writing of 
the George Shiels sequence. Or could it 
be that in this instance the two plays were 
written at the same time? 


More About Demetrius 


Referring to my little story of some 
days ago about the Greek student called 
Demetrius, a correspondent writes :— 

“The Greek named Demetrius, whom 
you remember at Trinity, was undoubtedly 
Demetrius Jacovides, who was educated at 
Coleraine Academical Institution. Coming 
from a warm climate, he used to suffer 
greatly from the cold, and I remember my 
old headmaster, T. G. Houston, telling 
how Demetrius used to come to Mrs. 
Houston holding his stomach pathetically, 
and exclaiming: ‘Oh, Mrs. Houstone, 1 
"ave von strong pain in my gaster.’ 

‘On entering Trinity, Demetrius gained 
the Vice-Chancellor’s medal in Greek 
prose. The story was often told by Mr. 
Houston how Demetrius, being examined 
in Greek by Professor Mahaffy, was put 
on to read the Greek text, which he did, 
using a pronunciation at which the Pro- 
fessor held up his hands in horror. 

“On asking Demetrius where on earth 
he had learnt to pronounce Greek in that 
outlandish fashion, he received the quiet 
reply: 

‘** At Athens, sir.’ ” 


Gaelic Methodists, 


The Convention of Methodists in Dublin 
calls to mind the tour of John Wesley 
nearly two centuries ago, writes a friend. 
What a traveller he was !—for he preached 
at Newry in the morning and rode alone 
by horseback, via Carlingford, some 77

miles, to Dublin, to preach there the same 
evening.

Suddenly he changed from English to 
Irish, and at once the soldiers, who were 
Scots Gaels, listened with the most eager 
attention. | 


Minister of Transport 


It has not been the practice in Britain 
to choose Ministers of Transport because 
of any association they may have had with 
motoring. Indeed, the present Minister, 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. TT. C. Moore- 
Brabazon, M.C., is the first holder of the 
office whom motorists have felt to be one of 
themselves. Well they might; for Colonel 
Moore-Brabazon has been driving cars since 
1699 and is an old racer. | 

When the Hon. Charles Rolls, whose 
name is preserved in the. Rolls-Rotce 
Company, was racing cars all over the 
Continent, the present Minister of Trans- 
port was his mechanic—in an honorary 
capacity, of course. Those were the davs 
of sport for sport’s sake. Moore-Brabazon 
was not satisfied with being a passenger, 
however. In 1907 he won the Circuit des 
Ardennes, which was one of the most 
important French races of the period, and 
in the Leidekirke Cup he finished second. 

While British motorists may be pleased 
tohave Lieutenant-Colonel Moore-Brabazon 
in the Ministry of Transport, the fact 
must be taced that this Ministry seems to 
be regarded merely as a cadetship from 
which the holder soon is promoted to 
another and more prominent Cabinet post. 


The U.S. Navy 


I hear that an Irish-American who 
served a term as Chief of Naval Operations 
of the United States Navy—Admiral 
William D. Leahy—is back on the active 
list again. 

Admiral Leahy’s term as head of the 
Operations Department of the Navy came 
at a time when America was beginning to 
rebuild its navy after the severe ‘‘ cuts ' 
imposed by the London and Washington 
Treaties. 

Thirty-one Umited States capital ships 
were either scrapped or demilitarised 
under the 1931 Washington Treaty. These 
ships had cost about £64,000,000. In the 
previous year 206 other ships. were 
scrapped under the London Treaty. 

According to a friend of mine who studies 
these matters, the American Navy, by this 
measure, was reduced by a fleet almost as 
large as that which it has in commission 
at the present time. 

Since 1933, however, the United States 
Navy Department has placed orders for 
242 fighting ships of various types, and 
about half of these are now in commission. 
The personnel of navy yards has been more 
than quadrupled, and the strength of the 
Navy and Marine Corps has risen by well 
over 60 per cent.

‘‘It has been confirmed that during the 
attack, which as reported in Communiqué No. 
10, was carried out by our troops on the front 
in Western Macedonia, booty taken from the 
enemy consisted of four cannon,’ nine mortars 
and 32 machine-guns.” 


RIVER KALAMAS CROSSED 


The portion of the Italian communiqué 
dealing with the Greek fighting states :— 
“The River Kalamas, in the Epirus, has 
been crossed by Italian troops. The Italian 
Air Force has given support to the land 
operations by machine-gunning and bombing 
enemy positions and fortifications along the 
Janina-Kalibaki road in the Florina zone and 
near Lake Prespa. 
“Italian air formations also bombed port 
facilities at Volo and Patras, the airport and 
railway station at Larissa, military objectives 
at Missolonghi Zakyntos (Zante) and Metsovd 
and the railway station at Florina, where big 
fires were caused. All the Italian ‘planes re- 
turned. One enemy ‘plane was shot down, 
and another probably shot down. 
‘During an enemy raid on the airport at 
Valona (Albania) one raiding ’plane was shot 
down in flames by Italian fighters, and an- 
other was brought down by anti-aircraft 
batteries of the Italian Navy.” 
General Metaxas, in a message to the in- 
habitants of Volo, declares that the destruc- 
tion of a few buildings and the loss of some 
of her children cannot make Greece give up 
what she has won in the last hundred years. 


AIRMAN’S FUNERAL 


General Metaxas attended the military 
funeral at Athens yesterday of the first 
member of the British Forces to be killed in 
action—a sergeant observer, who was shot 
during an encounter with an Italian machine 
over Albanian territory. Representatives of 
King George of Greece, Crown Prince Paul, 
the British Minister, the Consul, and Major- 
General Gambier Parry were present. 
The Associated Press says that Italian 
motorised units were said in reports reaching 
Belgrade to be concentrating at Koritza, but 
military observers believed that the Italians 
would have to receive much heavier reinforce- 
ments before they could attempt to break 
through towards Florina, which lies on the 
direct road to Salonika.

Anna Wolkoff (37), daughter of Admiral 
Wolkoff, who was Russian Naval Attaché 
in London during the Czarist regime, was 
sentenced at the Old Bailey yesterday to ten 
years’ penal servitude. She was found guilty 
of committitig offences contrary to the Official 
Secrets Act, 1911, and also of an offence con- 
trary to the Defence (General) Regulations. 
Tyler Gatewood Kent (29), formerly a 
clerk at the United States Embassy, who was 
found guilty last week of obtaining and com- 
municating documents which might be of 
use to an enemy of a purpose prejudicial to 
the safety and interests of the State, was 
sentenced .to seven years’ penal servitude. 
The hearing of the case against the two 
accused persons was i” camera and extended 
over three weeks. 
The trial disclosed that Miss Wolkoff tried 
to send a letter in code to a man named 
Joyce, whom the judge described as “a 
traitor who broadcasts from Germany.” 
Two women were among the witnesses 
called by the prosecution, and a number of 
ersons who have been detained under the 
ba Regulations testified on behalt of 
Miss Wolkoff. 
Passing sentence on Kent, Mr. Justice 
‘Tucker said: ‘‘ Five of the charges relate to 
four highly confidential documents, which 
you took from the American Embassy, where 
you were employed, and which you took for 
purposes which the jury have found were 
prejudicial to the interests and safety of the 
State. Yon have also been found guilty on 
ocu- 


one count of stealing one of those 
ments.’’ 

To Wolkoff the Judge said: ‘‘ You have 
been found guilty on two counts of a similar 
nature to lan in Kent's case, relating to 
two of the documents which he took from 
the American Embassy. You have also been 
found guilty of the still more serious offence 
under the Defence (General) Regulations— 
namely, that with intent to assist the enemy 
you did an act which was likely to assist the 
enemy. By secret means you attempted to 
send.a letter in code addressed to one Joyce, 
in Berlin.”

Certain it is that the Operations Staff, Coastal 
Command, Royal Air Force, of which I was 
a member, did not know, and junior officers 
of the Operations Staff of the Admiralty, 
whose duty it would have been to provide 
the plans, did not know either. “TÍ know 
that what has been described as Gestapo 
methods have been applied to those officers 
since, as, indeed, they have been applied to 
me. Those officers have their careers to 
think of, and I have not, and I can speak 
openly.” 

The First Lord of the Admiralty, said Com- 
mander Bower, instead of realising that he 
had acted with discretion and forbearance, 
sent for him and told him that he took the 
gravest exception to the letter which he had 
written setting out the facts. He protested 
to the First rd that, as member of Par- 
liament, he had an absolute privilege to 
write such a letter, The First Lord said 
it was not so, but then became very friendly 
and sa 1: “ This has put me in a very difh- 
cult position vis-a-vis the First Sea Lord.” 
He admitted that he had shown Commander 


Bower’s letter to the First Sea Lord. “‘l 
do not think it was a proper proceeding for 
a Minister to show someone else a letter 


written by a member of Parliament,” com- 
mented Commander Bower. The First Sea 
Lord then said: ‘‘ Naturally those fellows 
don’t like having you at Coastal Command 
with access to the boardroom of the 
Admiralty, Will you accept another appoint- 
ment?’”’ 


WHAT FIRST LORD SAID 


Acting on the First Lord’s description of 
that appointment, “which subsequently 
turned out to be what I can only describe as 
a false prospectus,’ Commander Bower said 
he accepted. Commander Bower then de- 
scribed how his naval friends, hearing that 
he had been appointed to a corvette, asked 
why he was going to this inferior command, 
and told him that these ships were to be 
commanded by Lieutenant Commanders 
R.N.R. and R.N.V.R. This upset him, and 
he had another interview with the First 
Lord, who assured him that he was not 
being victimised in any way. ‘Not until I 
got to my command did I discover that what 
the First Lord had said was entirely wrong, 
and what my friends had said was right,’ 
said Commander Bower. “ In other words,”’ 
a Member of Parliament was deliberately 
victimised for expressing ceitain cpinions, 
which, in my view, he had a nerfect right 
to express about the conduct . these opera- 
tions. 3 | 

“ At the present moment there is a grave 
disquiet about the Board of Admiralty +s 
a whole, though there are on the Board men 
of great rege, 2 gage of them lent—I dislike 
saying this, but, after all, I expressed it 
privately to the First Lord, and all I got 
was victimisation—there is very grave dis- 
quiet about the Board collectively and about 
the First Sea Lord in particular.” 


NOT THE MAN HE WAS 


The First Sea Lord, continued g ‘ommander 
Bower, was 63, and everyone who knew him 
knew he was not the man he once was. 
Commander Bower read from a communication 
to him from the First Sea Lord a passage 
acknowledging the right of a Member of Par- 
liament to app.2ach a Minister, but adding 
that that Minister ‘‘then has the right to 
judge the ‘merits of the subject of the ap- 
proach.” . In plain language that meant that 
the First Lord of the Admiralty contended 
that any M.P. serving in the armed forces 
had the right to write to him, but, having 
done so, he: had the teat to victimise him 
as if he were not an M.P. It was no use 
the First Sea Lord saying that there was | 
no disquiet about the Admiralty. He, 
—Commander Bower—was not the only | 
officer who had been the subject of these 
Gestapo methods.

NOT INFORMED YET 


He did not know to-day, after the most 
pressing inquiries, the full numbers who were 
rescued from the Glorious and two attendant 
ships. The German wireless had said that 
they had picked up hundreds. “We had 
only had from them the names published 
of about half-a-dozen survivors.”’ 

Mr. Alexander said that this was not the 
first occasion on which Commander Bower 
had differences with the First Lord and the 
Administrators of the Admiralty. 

There was a case last February which 
necessitated the present Prime Mimster, then 
First Lord, giving Commander Bower a 
warning, as a member of the Naval Staff, 
that if the kind of letters he was then writing 
persisted, it would be necessary to ask him 
to revert to his Parliamentary duties. 

Commander Bower—I admit I received a 
reprimand from the then First Lord because 
I wrote a letter to one of the Sea Lords, and 
I am prepared to admit that was improper, 
but—and thie is what Mr. Alexander has 
forgotten—at that time the Prime Minister 
said to me in a letter which I have in my 
possession: ' You had no business to write 
a the Sea Lords; you ought to have written 
o me. 


NOT VICTIMISED 


Mr. Alexander said that unless members 
of Parliament, who also desired to serve 
their country, could use proper discretion in 
such matters it was essential that they should 
either revert to their Parliamentary duties 
or remain as officers and give up their Par- 
liamentary duties. There had never been 
any question of victimisation. As a matter 
of fact, he offered Commander Bower—be- 
cause he believed he wished. to serve in the 
Navy—the alternative to take a sea com- 
mand. He now inferred that the kind of 
command given him was beneath him. 

Commander Bower—It was. 

Mr. Alexander—I am glad to have that 
admission that in offering him that command 
I was victimising him. All I can say is that 
in relation to his rank and absence from sea 
duty for a long time, it was as good an 
EX ET as anyone else could expect. 

Mr. Alexander added that he had no reason 
to do other than pay tribute to the services, 
capacity and patriotic duty of the First Sea 
Lord, who had been so personally mentioned. 

As to the suggestion that the First Sea Lord 
| was not in a state of health to continue his 
work, all that he (Mr. Alexander) could say 
was that day after day, night after night, he 
was working in a manner that officers much 
younger might well desire to emulate. 


RAIDS ON GERMANY 


INLAND HARBOURS 
BOMBED 


"THREE of Germany’s main inland 
harbours—Duisburg, Ruhrort 


Mannheim and Ludwigshaven, all on 
the Rhine—were attacked on Wed- 


nesday night by aircraft of the 
British Bomber Command, 
Important works’ in the 


aero ergine 
Spandau district of Berlin and railway goods 
yards to the north-west of the capital were 
also attacked, as well as the vast oil re- 
fineries at Leuna and Homburg, states the 
British Air Ministry News Service. 

The Berlin raiders had to fly through heavy 
clouds and severe storms, and most of the 
way out they were unable to see anything of 
the ground. 

Weather in the Rhineland was also very 
poor, and, as with the attack on Berlin, 
detailed results were impossible to observe. 
The journeys both there and back were for 
the most part a matter of blind flying. 

Fires broke out at Duisburg-Ruhrort, the 
great inland port, and crews operating over 
the other Rhine harbours of Mannheim and 
Ludwigshaven also reported fires, reinforced 
by many explosions. Mannheim is the second 
largest river harbour in Europe, and is now 
used mainly for the loading of barges with 
war materials. 


TWENTY EXPLOSIONS 


At, Ludwigshaven, the largest German 
harbour on the left bank of the Rhine, heavy 
bombs and incendiaries rained down, and one 
observer counted 20 distinct explosions as his 
aircraft came away. 

Large fires and heavy explosions also 
followed the attack on the synthetic oil plants 
at Homburg and Leuna. Over Homburg one 
British aircraft dropped a flare, which failed 
to ignite, but fell on a hut in the target area 
and set it on fire. 

At Leuna the first aircraft over the oil 
works caused a blaze and a series of ex- 
plosions. Other aircraft attacked the result- 
ing fires and spread them wide. An attack 
was made on a railway junction at Pretzsch, 
south-east of Wittenbert, and railway yards 
at Hamm, Mainz and Cologne were also 
bombed. A factory, about 20 miles: north- 
east of Cologne, was severely damaged, and 
a large fire, followed by an explosion, was 
started among factories to the south-east of 
Dusseldorf. 

Bolitz Aerodrome and the dock area at 
Dunkirk were also among the night’s targets.

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NINE DEPARTMENTS OF 
STATE 


a vos 
By SCRUTATOR. 


AVING, in last. Wednesday’s issue, 
H briefly reviewed the functions of the 
: thirteen Departments of State, and 
of the sixteen Ministers, who now share 
administrative responsibilities, we may now 
address our thoughts to three consequential 
and definite questions, namely :— 


(1) Has experience indicated that some 
departmental functions could be redis- 
tributed more effectively to meet 
administrative needs ? 

Can such redistributions of function be 
made consistent with fewer depart- 
ments and greater general efficiency ? 
and, | 

How could such reductions and re- 
groupings of function most easily and 
effectively be effected ?

As answers to questions (1) and (2) have 
ciready bean adumbrated we may now turn 
our attention to facts on which answers to 
question (ó) must depend.  —. Sos 

First, then, a list of existing Ministries 
in three categories. Two departments— 
Supplies and Defence Co-ordination—are 
temporary expedients. Of the remainin 
eleven, . three—Education, Justice an 
Defence—may be eliminated from review; 
and another—Lands and Fisheries—treated 
as already identgeal with Agriculture. The 
seven that remain for examination are the 
Departments of the Prime Minister, External 
Affairs, Finance, Industry and Commerce, 
Agriculture, Local Government, and Posts 

. and Telegraphs. " 


FIVE REGROUPINGS 


If, further, we eliminate the Departments 
of the Prime Minister and External Affairs, 
by assuming that the present arrangement 
under which both Ministries are controlled 
by the head of the Government, will remain 
and permit of amalgamation, possibilities of 
useful reorganisation may be confined to the 
five remaining :— ' 

Department of Finance, 

Department of Industry and Commerce, : 

Department of Agriculture, 

Department of Local Government and Pub- 

lic Health, and 

Department of Posts and Telegraphs. 

For certain prima-facte reasons previously 
assigned it is now proposed (1) that certain 
functions should be transferred from, ind 
others to, the Department E mas ; (2) 
that, subject to certain trahsfers to other 
departments, the Departments of Agriculture 
and of Industry and. Commerce should be 
amalgamated; (3) that a new Department of 

- Social and Local Services—to deal with all 
questions of employment and _ relief—should 
replace the Em, inistry of Local Govern- 
ment; (4) that the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs should take over control 
of inland and _ overseas transport, and 
be known as the Ministry of Transport 
and Communications; and (5) _ that 
there zhould be a new Department of 
Design and Public Works to incorporate 
the planning, engineering, building and other 
technical duties that are now parcelled out 
‘between the Board of Works, the . Depart- 
ments of Local Government, and Posts and 
Telegraphs and the Geological and Ordnance 
Survey Offices. 


NINE DEPARTMENTAL 
MINISTERS 


Thus, nine ministries, with their parlia- 
mentary chiefs, would replace the thirteen 
departments that now exist; services would 
be regrouped in conformity with functional 
convenience; regard would be had to lon 
recognised needs to co-ordinate the control o 
employment and relief activities; and a new 
central organ would be — to grapple 
with the increasing technical problems of 
national planning and physical reconstruc- 
tion. 

Were it not necessary to anticipate many - 
Serious practical objections to such proposals 
that outline of the plan of reorganisation 
might for the moment suffice. But in view 
of inevitable destructive criticism on points 
of -practical detail a brief summary of the 
actual transfers and re-alignments of func- 
tions proposed may serve to demonstrate their 
practicability and the relative ease with 
which they could be effected. Hence the 
following outline of: amalgamations and 
transfers involved. 

DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE—To acquire con- 
trol of the present Department of Statistics 
and the Prices Commission from the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce, and to transfer- 
Board of Works functions to the new iepart- 
ment of Design and Public Works. 

AGRICULTURE, INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE— 
To take over duties of the present Ministries 
of Agriculture, Industry and Commerce and 
Lands and Fisheries, subject to the following 
transfers to other departments :—Employmant 


Insurance and Exchanges’ and their 
closely related services to the De- 
Social and Local Services. 


Eas of 
he organisation and supervision of inland 
and marine transport services and of the 
Railway Tribunal to the Ministry of Trans- 
= and Communications, and the Statistics 

ranch and Prices Commission to the Depart- 
ment of Finance. : 

SociaL- AND LOCAL Services.—To take over 

resent functions of the Ministry of Local 
Government plus Employment Insurance and 
Exchanges from Industry and Commerce, sub- 
ject to the transfer of engineering, planning 
and housing branches to the Ministry of De- 
sign and Public Works, and of the Roads 
Branch to the Ministry of Transport and 
Communications. 

TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS.—To con- 
tinue all present functions of the Ministry of 
Posts and Telegraphs plus conduct of all 
transport services now administered by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce and 
Local Government, subject to the transfer of 
engineering and construction branches and 
staffs to the Department of Design and Public 
Works. — 

DesicN AND Poustic Works.—To acquire 
the planning, engineering, housing and con- 
structional functions and staffs of the Board 
of Works, and the Departments of Local 
Government and Posts and Telegraphs as set 
out above; the Geological Survey Office from 
the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
and the Ordnance Survey Branch from the 
Department of Defence. 

Thus nine Departments and members of the 
Executive Council would replace the present 
twelve Nine Ministries to initiate and direct 
groups kindred and associated services, many 
of which have been thrown together—as the 
outcomes of momentary convenience or the 
forcefultess of individual Ministers—into an 
entirely illogical, wasteful and confusing ad- 
ministrative mechanism. ' 

With that skeleton outline of one. plan of 
reorganisation the present contribution must 
end, but in the hope that another opportunity 
will be given to defend its details and to 
assicu reasons for the belief that the present 
emergency, so far from postponing the need 
to consider plans for reconstruction, renders 
their development an imperative necessity.

**THE DEADLOCK AT DUN 
LAOGHAIRE "’ 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The managerial system, so beloved 
of late years by our legislators, inflicts about 
95 per cent. of the administration of the 
local authority on the Manager, leaving about 
5 per cent. to the elected representatives of 
the ratepayers—the councillors. Having been 
Town Accountant of Dun Laoghaire in the 
period 1927-30 and Borough Accountant at 
the change over of the four coastal Urban 
Districts into a Borough (1930-32), and now 
a plain ratepayer of the borough, I should 
have some competence to speak The allo- 
cation of a £400 a year salary to the chair- 
man is a more recent development. I do not 
know what the origins of that @evelopment 
were, what arguments were advanced in sup- 
port of it, and what induced the ‘‘ powers 
that be” to sanction it. But of this I am 
convinced, and I challenge refutation: there 
is no justification whatever for. it. 

The “ powers, functions and duties’’ left 
for the elected representatives and their chair- 
man are, both in their character and extent, 
negligible to the last degree, and the assign- 
ment of a salary of £400 a year to the chair- 
man of a purely puppet Council is not only 
unjustifiable, it is a scandalous and un- 
warranted imposition on the ratepayers of 
the borough, whose creation by the amalga- 
mation of the four coastal townships was 
supposed to produce a general economy by 


i the centralisation of staffs and administra- 


tion, and instead has resulted in the present

‘ENNIS. DIRECTORS 
CHARGED 


, From Our CorRRESPONDENT. 
ENNIS, Thursday. 

At Ennis Court to-day, Walter Chapman, 
mre ry director of Ennis Braid Mills Co., 
and Ted Town, a director, were charged with 
conversion of moneys the property of the 
company. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., prosecuting, 
said those charged with the responsibility of 
seeing that public confidence existed in 
respect of the company and with ensurin 
that the public were protected from the frau 
and chicanery. alleged, viewed this case 
as one of great magnitude If the public 
could not have confidence in the honour of 
those entrusted with the management of a 
public company and a native industry, the 
whole fabric of industrialism was very likely 
to perish. s 

ere were. twelve charges, he said, in- 
volving a gross sum of £11,77€, which, it 
was alleged by the prosecution, was the 
amount charged in the books of the company 
as the value of goods received, but which, 
in fact, were never ordered or received. 
After deducting trade discount, the net 
amount involved was £10,989, hut the com- 
pany was at‘a loss of only £4,790, as an 
attempt to divert the sum of, ronghly, £6,200 
failed by reason of the prompt action taken 
by the authorities, who directed the secretary 
to instruct the bank not to pay certain 
cheques. 

The Ennis Braid Mills was registeréd under 
the name of ‘‘L. Jordan, Ltd ,” and there 
was a similarly named company in Leicester, 
of which Mr. Chapman was the chairman. 
He was gs cg director oí the Ennis 
concern at‘ £1, per year, plus an allow- 
ance of £225 for «xpenses, and, therefore, 
held a very substantial interest in both com- 
panies. In the month of September, 1940, 
the secretary of the Ennis company was pre- 
sented with invoices purporting to come from 
Jordans, of Leicester, but no goods were ever 
received in respect of these invoices. Yet a 
cheque was signed for the nett price of the 
goods, and the cheque cashed and a receipt 
issued for it. Here they had -the first in- 
stance of the shareholders’ money being trans- 
ferred to Mr. Chapman’s undertaking in 
Leicester, of which Mr. Town was also a 
director. After dealing with other sums of 
money for which cheques had been issued, 
counsel said that the turnover of the Ennis 
company for the past twelve months was, 
roughly, £100,000, and if the £10,000 odd 
which the accused man attempted to transfer 
from Eunis to the coffers of the Leicester 
company had succeeded at least one-third of 
the profit of the Ennis company would have 
been taken away from the people who were en- 
titled to it. It would appear now that one- 
sixth of the me had been stolen, and the 
men who did that were the accused men, 
whom he asked District. Justice Gleeson to 
return for trial after hearing the evidence.

Mr. DILLON—I was asked to come In 
here to-day on the understanding that certain 
matters would not be raised. 1 was informed 
half-way through question time that the 
Government Whip wanted to see me, and I 
went out to see him. Nobody here challenges 
the Taoiseach’s right to speak. 

Mr. de VALERA—I was not aware that the 
deputies were asked definitely to refrain from 
touching international affairs, But, when the 
debate is to go on, the members of the 
opposite side will have to use their own dis- 
cretion as to how they are to conduct it. 


THE SAFETY OF THE STATE 


Mr. DILLON moved the motion standin 
in his name regarding the agricultura 
surplus. He said that there rested upon 
every public man the responsibility to measure 
his language and to approach matters of 
vital national interest not through ms 
views, but from the point of view of the 
nation as a whole. 


said, “it seems to me that we have sacrificed 
a substantial political advantage in order to 
allay political recrimination, in response to 
the Taoiseach’s appeal for collaboration.”’ 

He would now urge the Government, how- 
ever, to remember the fate of great republics 
like the Republic of France, and ask them- 
selves if this was not due to a desire on 
the part of the Executive to silence criticism 
and make everyone in the State become a 
mere ‘‘yes-man.”’ They should recognise 
the necessity for reasoned criticism if the 
safety of the State was not to perish before 
outside menaces. If the Taoiseach chose to 
lead the debate on certain lines he must not 
then complain if other deputies spoke as 
a wie and freely as they felt constrained 
to do. 


CHARGE AGAINST 
MINISTERS 


His first charge against the Government 
was that the Minister for Agriculture had 
abdicated his. trusteeship by betraying the 
interests of people who live by the land, and 
had done that at the instance of the Minister 
for Supplies whenever called upon to do so. 
The Minister for Supplies had overborne the 
Minister for Agricuiture, and the farmers 
were robbed while the industrialists pros- 
pered. 

Mr. Dillon then proceeded to deal with 
the wool situation, and said that a very 
considerable crop of wool in this countr 
could have been sold in Dutch and Spanish 
markets for 2s. 6d. per lb., and nothing 
stopped that except the Minister 
Supplies’ prohibition on the export of wool. 
That wool had been shipped to England at 
England’s price and turned into khaki uni- 
forms in Great Britain. He did not object 
to that, and would be glad to see England 
win the war, but if the Sinister for Supplies 
wanted to be patriotic or to help the indus- 
trialists he should do it at the expense of 
the Exchequer, and not at the expense of the 
unfortynate farmer. 

Dealing with manures, he said that the 
country was starved ~ for manure, and, 
though he had 20,000 tons of phosphates out- 
side Sligo, there was. nothing to prevent it 
from coming in except the prohibition of the 
Minister for Supplies. The Irish manure ring 
had absolutely refused to allow the farmers 
to get one ounce of manure from outside the 
country, because if it came in it would break 
the _— ring and the stranglehold on the 
market. 


THE ONION CROP 


The export of onions was prohibited also, 
and congest farmers in Co. Kerry, who had 
six tons of onions to the acre, were not 
allowed to sell them at a time when they 
could yet £60 a ton for them. He knew one 
man who had 110 tons of Irish onions, which 
were worth £6,000 if he had been able to 
dispose of them. Owing to the prohibition 
those onions were now growing out SE 
the bags, because, though apparently the 
Minister did not know it, Irish onions would 
not keep much beyond Christmas. It was 
not, fair that goods should be held back from 
a profitable market for the benefit of the 
community if the community was not pre- 
ared to compensate the farmer for resulting 
osses. : 

Continuing, he said that the price of store 
cattle was fairly good at the moment. As 
regards beasts of 20 to 26 months old, he 
advised the farmers to keep them until spring. 
He did not believe that if the Minister went 
to London and negotiated he would have 
any difficulty in getting orders for our surplus 
pigs and bacon in Britain. 

ealing with the question of sheep, he said 
that there were men in the country to-day 
with 400 to 500 lambs, and they were unable 
to sell them or get a licence to export them.

THE WOOL SITUATION 


, 
STATEMENT BY MINISTER 


Mr. SEAN LEMASS, Minister for Supplies, 
said that there was no prohibition on the 
export of wool last autumu and 80 per cent. 
of our exports went to the United States 
and the Netherlands and Belgium. The Ger- 
man invasion of Holland and Belgium robbed 
us of 50 per cent,.of our exports, but threw 
great quantities of wool on the United States 
market, and the price fell out of the market. 
Not until after May 22 were licences with- 
drawn. The British Government offered a 
price for their wool which they considered 
unfair and declined, so that the licences 
system was restored, There was some re- 
vival in the United States market. At the 
behest of the wool merchants here negotia- 
tions with Britain were resumed, and a com- 
munication had been received by his Depart- 
ment giving the proposals concerning prices 
of the British merchants. That communica- 
tion had to be considered. 

Mr. LEMASS denied Deputy Dillon’s 
allegation that 25,000 tons of superphosphates 
had Been lying in a boat outside Sligo and he 
had refused to allow the cargo to be landed. 
There was going to be immense difficulties 
in obtaining future supplies of superphos- 
“ago not merely because of the fact that 
he sources of supply had been cut off by 
belligerent action, but also because the char- 
tering of ships was becoming increasingly 
difficult and might become impossible in a 
few weeks. 

Saying that they must ensure that. their 
own needs were met before the ban on the 
export of such commodities as onions, timber 
and sugar was altered, Mr. Lemass said that 
there were excursion trains coming across to 
the border towns where sugar, bacon and 
other commodities were being bought, up. 


THE AGRICULTURAL 


SURPLUS 


Mr. NORTON said that it would be sheer 
economic lunacy to export the surpluses 
which they needed for their own people, while 
they were not guaranteed the import of these 
at present so-called ‘surplus commodities ” 
later on. He thought that the whole motion 
and its discussion indicated that they 
had a false sense of values as to 
What constituted a surplus in this country. 
If an individual farmer had a surplus, that 
was a problem to be met. It was not fair to 
expect & farmer to store food for a long time 
in such a wey that, it would not be destroyed 
by vermin. But the agricultural surplus they 
had at the moment was due to the inability 
of their people, through poverty, to buy the 
amount of food they used to buy formerly. 


THE BEST SOLUTION 


Mr. E. CHILDERS (F.F., Athlone-Long- 
ford) said that the country was faced with a 
series of problems in connection with supp! 
and export, which could only be dealt wit 
by the greatest care. The only solution lay 
in the adoption of a sane, balanced point of 
view, Prior to the war they had been selling 
two million pounds worth and importing 
twenty million pounds worth from forei 
countries, the balance being met by invisible 
exports, dividends from securities held 
abroad, etc. 
had to face was that their industries absorbed 
at least twenty million pounds worth of raw 
materials every year which could not be pro- 
cured in this conntry. Obviously, the longer 
this country could maintain a satisfactory 
export surplus witheut endangering the rest 
of the economic lifé, the better they would 
be able to purchase such raw materials. 

Owing to the war situation, many of the 
countries from which they obtained necessary 
raw materials had been cut off, and they 
had to make the best effort they could to 
get them from America and other countries 
eft open to them, as well as replacing them 
as far as ible with home-grown com- 
modities. Surely it was a wise step to 
eer the maximum erg of home-grown 
eeding-stuffs, even if it meant a certain 
amount of suffering and difficulty for the 
farmers, and even if they had to pay for 
it with foreign securities, which were 
hazardous items under present circumstances. 
The Government had taken virtually dicta- 
torial powers in the matter of finance, and 
he felt that they meant to use those powers 
in the interests of the nation. They had to 

repare to allow for a decrease in their 
invisible exports, reserve foodstuffs, and, at 
the same time, maintain the economic life 
as long as they could. 


EFFECT OF A BLOCKADE 


At the same time they had to prepare for a 
very serious situation which might arise here 
as a result of a blotkade which would entirely 
cut us off from the world. In that event 
the country could continue for a v con- 
siderable time under a very reduced standard 


of living without starvation or serious im-_ 


poverishment. It would, of course, mean very 
serious unemployment, and would require the 
making of sacrifices by the community in the 
interests of the poorer sections. They had to 
consider the position also if the war ended 
within a short time, The possession of large 
stocks of supplies, in that event, would mean 
the possession of valuable goods when. eg | 
currency values meght have disappeared. It 
was a wise step’ in accumulating reserve 
currency to build up stocks of supplies here, 
even though it might mean reducing the 
prosperity of certain sections. 

Mr. J. HUGHES (F.G., Carlow-Kildare) 
said that if the present bacon quota system 
continued the Minister would likely be advo- 
cating the slaughter of young pigs im the 
same way that he had advocated the 
slaughter of calves. i

LOW PRICES 


In the case of poultry they produced almost 
one million turkeys, half of which were ex- 
ported.

They produced about 
8,200,000 great hundreds eggs, two and a-half 
million of which were exported. He thought 
it would be seen that really their position 
was that they were not restricted unduly in 
regard to quantity, except in the case of 
bacon, and temporarily, he hoped, in the case 
of fat cattle, sheep and pigs. 

In regard to prices he believed that they 
were all a bit too low—much too low in some 
cases.

Certainly the price for fat cattle 
was not too bad for the months of October 
and November, but taking the rest of the 
year they were not satisfactory. Prices for 
dairy products were entirely unsatisfactory, 
and only for the system of subsidies it would 
be impossible to get the farmers to continue 
in production.

Mr. Justice Megaw, in the Chancery Divi- 
sion of the High Court, Belfast, yesterday, 
continued the hearing of the action in which 
Anna Orr, a person found to be of unsound 
mind; Phyllis Orr, Clonevin Park, Lisburn, 
and Mrs. Nancy Kerr, 70 Orby Drive, Bel- 
fast, her two nieces, as her committee, were 
plaintiffs, and Mrs. Sarah Browne, 167 Hill- 
crest road, Beverley, California, a widow, 
defendant. 

Plaintiffs sought a declaration that the de- 
fendant holds £5,000 War Stock and £4,000 
on deposit receipt in trust for Anna Orr, 
and that an account be taken of all moneys 
of Anna Orr which have passed through her 


hands, 

J. D. Chambers, K.C.; Mr. B. J. 
Fox, K.C.,, and Mr. W. F. Patton (in- 
structed by Messrs. Fisher and Fisher) 
appeared for the plaintiffs, and Mr. William 
Lowry, K.C., M.P.; Mr. William Beattie, 
AC. and Mr. C. Sheil (instructed by 
Mr. Joseph Fisher) for the defendant. 

Dr. Robert Thompson, Superintendent of 
Armagh Mental Hospital, said that when he 
saw Miss Orr in 1938 she had been in a very 
poor physical condition, having paralysis of 
the right side, probably due to a stroke 
some years previously. She could not walk 
without assistance, and was very deaf. She 
said that she never handled her affairs, and 
it was his opinion that after her first stroke 
she was incapable of doing so. 

Mr. William Beattie, K.C., opening the 
ease for the defence, said that Anna Orr had 
been presented as an imhkecile, and that this 
was based on evidence of those who had 
never paid her any attention until there was 
a chance of getting something, and on the 
evidence of those to whom she gave benefits. 
These people said that she was quite capable 
of giving them benefits, but when it came to 
giving to. others she was an imbecile. 

Mr. Beattie asked that no attention be 
paid to the evidence of Miss Orr’s two nieces, 
who had complained against Mrs. Browne, the 
life-long friend of Miss Orr. During the time 
that Mr. John Moore Orr had lived with her 
these ladies had never visited, although they 
lived in Lisburn, and had a car in which 
they went as far as Newcastle. With 
reference to the release of the annuity, Mr. 
Beattie said that when Dr. and Mr. John 
Moore died Miss Orr discussed the situation 
with Mr. Irwin, a solicitor who was acting 
for the nieces, and they came to an agree- 
ment, by which the nieces got £1,500 instead 
of allowing the money to remain until Miss 
Orr died. He submitted that if Miss Orr 
was of sufficient mental capacity to execute 
the release by which they got £1,500 they 
should not come to Court and say that the 
contract was made by an imbecile. 

Nor should the Rev. Dr. T. M. Johntson 
come into Court and say that Miss Orr might, 
or might not, have been capable when she 
was giving him a bequest of £1,000 for his 
church and other purposes, said Mr. Beattie. 
If he did not know, he should not have 
taken the money. Mr. Beattie asked that 
the evidence of the Rev. Herbert Martin 
should not be relied upon. Mr. Martin 
admitted saying that the money was being 

iven away, and they might as well have 1t. 

f a man without a black coat said that 
he would be accused of stealing money from 
a blind man’s box. : : 

Mr. Beattie asked the Justice to bear in 
mind that when allegations of villainy were 
made against Mrs. wne Mr. Moore Orr 
was in the house, and was fully aware of 
everything. Mr. Orr would hardly have 
left Mrs. Browne £3,000 as he did if he 
thought .she had been. threatening his own 
sister. 

Mrs. Browne neither sold the £5,000 War 
Loan stock nor used. the £4,000 on deposit 
receipt for herself. This deposit was now in 
the joint names of Mr. Joseph Fisher and 
Miss Anna Orr. Were these the acts of a 
dishonest woman or a woman willing to abide 
the issue of this trial? 

Mr. Sheil dealt at length with the evidence 
of the defendant, Mrs. Sarah Browne, taken 
on commission in the U.S.A. It referred to 
defendant’s association with Miss Anna Orr, 
and Mr. Sheil related many of the incidents 
to show that Miss Orr was capable of looking 
after her own affairs in business and domestic 
spheres. 

The hearing was again adjourned.

THE STATE AND THE 


CHILD 


WORK OF THE N.S.P.C.C, 


a 


There is no doubt that the war has ad- 
versely affected child life and the rising cost 
of living has brought families on the poverty 
line which had previously been able to man- 
age. ‘This statement was contained in the 
report of the Hon. Secretary, Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. Brabazon, submitted to the annual 
meeting of the N.S.P.C.C., held at the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 

The report of, the Hon. Treasurer (Mrs. 
Conor Maguire) said that the figures for all 
forms of income were only £60 below those 
of the previous year. 

Dr. Andrew Horne, who presided, said that 
the society had already come in contact with 
many cases of mal-nutrition of children con- 
sequent on the reduced purchasing power of 
the weekly wage. Investigation showed that 
the scale of relief for children was frequently 
inadequate, and they site earnestly to 
local authorities, especially in rural areas, 
to adopt a more elastic scheme so that greater 
benefits could be given to children suffering 
from under-nourishment. 

For years past they had advocated special 
schools for backward children, und also for 
adequate provision for the care of epileptics. 
In the State there is no special accommoda- 
tion where treatment was entirely devoted 
to this latter class, with the exception of the 
excellent work being carried on by the 
Brothers of St. John of God at Mulhuddart, 
but this was for boys over 14. He also made 
a plea for special schools for crippled children, 
or the provision of transport to and from 
existing schools for such children. 

Moving the adoption of the Secretary’s 
and Treasurer’s reports, the Rev. J. E. 
Canavan, S.J., said that their object should 
be to prevent children being the victims of 
cruelty and avoidable sufferings. One of 
the avoidable sufferings was defective hous- 
ing. Where housing was bad, with as many 
as twelve or thirteen occupying one room, 
what chance could there be of teaching these 
people to be hygienic, or to have any ideas 
of culture or refinement? Then there was 
the illegal trading in children; though the 
Society Siad done a great deal to prevent it 
in this country. Cases of malnutrition and 
malreatment of children also fell within 
the scope of the Society. 

“If,” said Father Canavan, ‘‘ we want to 
save our civilisation and allow individual 
liberty its full scope we must organise volun- 
tary societies like this. We must do it 
ourselves, and do it efficiently ; otherwise the 
Government will take it in hand and do it.’’ 

Lady Talbot de Malahide, seconding the 
motion, said that more than 3,000 children 
had been rescued by the Society during the 
year from conditions ranging from the un- 
desirable to the positively horrible. She 
made a plea for special treatment and teach- 
ing-of the sub-normal and delicate child. 

he resolution was carried unanimously. 

Proposing the re-election of - honorary 
officers and committee, Dr. Dorothy Price 
said that children suffered greatly because 
of malnutrition or not getting food regularly.. 

Seconding the motion, Dr. L. Clifford 
said that this country was more than half a 
century behind others in its treatment of 
worse defective children. 

The resolution was carried. 

On the motion of the Archdeacon of Glen- 
dalough, a vote of thanks was passed t» the 
speaxers, the Press, the medical profession, 
public authorities and other organisations for 
their co-operation during the year.

WORKS IN OIL AND 


WATER-COLOUR 


Living on a hillside, high before a beauti- 
ful prospect of Wicklow mountain scenery, 
Miss Mabel Young has not only becoine 
intimate with every mood of nature there, 
but has been moved by love of it to exercise 
her ability in the use of oil and water-colour 
to make many beautiful pictures. 

Some of these are now on show at the 
Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, where Miss Young 
will hold her annual exhibition until the 
22nd inst. There are 25 pictures in oils and 
27 in water-colour. The latter are visual 
images of lovely moments in the Wicklow 
hills, while the oil paintings translate to 
canvas keen observations of nature, and 
describe physical and mental emotion evoked 
by views in the beautiful terms of the things 
geen. : 

In her  water-colours, Miss Young 
courageously elaims belief in intense, colour- 
ful atmospherés, not ordinary, at any rate, 
in this climate. In her views she sketches, 
like a Japanese artist, one or two salient, 
peculiar trees, then turns to light and colour 
to record the likeness of a few beautiful 
moments. Detail is subordinated to the 
description of an atmospheric opalescence, 
as in No.13, “The Cliff.’’ All these highly- 
toned scenes of Enniskerry, Luggala, Sally- 
gap, Lough Dan, Glenmacness, Kilcroney, 
and other places, are attractive pictures. 

There is some very work in the 
artist’s oil paintings. Particularly fascinating 
is her facility in the description of tree life, 
whether treating of fresh greens in budding 
leaves, on of autumn russets, full and falling 
from masses of foliage. In Nos. 1, 2, and 3, 
fine tree-forms in the foreground are em- 
braced by vistas to far-off hilltops, where 
soft light strikes notes akin to music. 

The views 
Wicklow, as well as of more tense 
brilliance of the Alpes Maritimes, Mentone, 
and the South of France, will attract atten- 
tion. As witnesses ot the artist’s versatility 
are to be noted No. 22, ‘‘Hawthorn After 
Rain,” a Jong, slender sprig, with brilliant 
buds bursting into colour in the peculiar 


clarity of rain-charged air; and No. 17, 
‘*Anemones,”” in which are high-toned 


hues, closely bunched for a contrast in a 

dark blue bowl, set on a_highly-polished, 

reflecting table surface.
